[•• rhaps twenty feet in length on l»oth sides 
of the creek, which is thoroughly saturated 
with oil. Several such showings are said 
to exhibit on Royd's and Skeggs' creek. 
This country is much broken, and 1 
the indications and preparations now 
ing, Oil City had better look to hsrr laurels 
or Glasgow may yet be her rival.

^Vholesomeiiesi- <>f Retaliation. 

On the line of march, to-day, we found 
thirteen of our foragers murdered, seven ot 
them lying by the side of the road, all shot 
in the breast, and a large placard pinned to 
each, on which was written in pencil: 
"This is the way we treat Kilpalrick's 
thieves." 

Three of the others were left in the house, 
murdered, having been shot down after 
they had surrendered. Still three others 
were found lying by the roadside, their 
throats cut from ear to ear. On these was 
a.so a placard on which was written: 
"South Carolina's greeting to Yankee Van- 
dals." 

The next morning five more were found, 
who had also been treacherously murdered 
itfter they had surrendered and given up 
their arms. 

< ■» u. Kiipatrick immediately sent a note 
under a llag of truce to Gen. \\ heeler, stat- 
ing that, "unless by sunset of the 23d, sat- 
isfactory explanation why this thing had 
•S»t>een done, was not received, he would se- 
lect from among Wheeler's prisoners in his 
hands eighteen, the same number of our 
men who had been murdered, and cause 
them to be executed. Further, that he 
would not only not restrain his men, but 
would encourage them to burn everything 
in his line of march, that not a living, 
breathing thing should show where such 
cowardly scoundrel* had lived." 

This brought <Jen. Wheeler to his senses. 
In reply to Gen. Kiipatrick he used as 
strong language in the denunciation of the 
perpetrators of the deed, as Gen. Kiipatrick 
himself had employed — denied all knowl- 
edge of the transaction, and promised to 
turn over to Gen. Kiipatrick the perpetra- 
tors as soon as they could be discovered. 
The prisoners were not hanged, and the 
cavalry pursued their iine of march upon 
MM left flank of the infantry until the 2r>th, 
when they went into camp at Lancaster. 
Here <»<n. Kilp»iriek and Gen. Wheeler, 
a la Grant and Pemberton, had u grand 
pow-wow under a llag of truce at the bridge 
crossing of Deep Creek, lien. Kiipatrick 
was accompanied by a number of officers, 
as was also Gen. Wheeler. There were mu- 
tual introductions, the customary courte- 
sies — everything was lovely and the goose 
hung high. The result was a mutual agree- 
to exchange the prisoners then on

The regular election for members of the 
I egislature will take place to-day. Quite a 
number of candidates are desirous of rep- 
resenting the dear people, but as the can- 
didates are more numerous than the offices 
se\ei al patriotic individuals will doubtless 
be elected to stay at home, while perchance 
one or more of the present incumbents may 
\>e sent to the front with "muskets on their 
shoulders and bayonets by their sides." 
Rut that is a question for the dear people to 
decide, and we simply add— vote early. The 
enactment of the Negro Enlistment bill into 
a law in not by any means ail that can be 
done. The necessity that urged that law 
was not satisfied by its enactment, but still 
demands that the people shall by their 
action make the law successful. Unless 
the people will take the matter into their 
own hands, and by inducements urge the 
negroes to volunteer, and actually give 
them their freedom when thevare enrolled, 
the effects expected from the law will be 
defeated. 

We cannot too earnestly urge this matter 
upon the people of Virginia, and they can- 
not act in the matter too last. They cannot 
disguise the fact that every day the enemy 
is carrying off their negroes and enlisting 
them to light against us." Slavery is clearly 
Mag bled by the army of the enemy, and 
though our people may defeat temporarily 
the laws of their own government, they 
cannot protect their negroes from the ene- 
my. Every raid numbers by thousands its 
captured negroes, which are now not only 
withdrawn from production, but are en- 
listed soldiers in the armies of the enemy, 
and which might have made soldiers in 
our army. The law provides only for 
twenty-live per cent, of the slaves of the 
military age being taken. Will not every 
slaveowner seek to induce one-fourth of his 
negro men to enlist, and give them their 
in? If an honest and earnest effort is 
made by masters and inducements held out 
to negroes Lien. Lee can easily raise the re- 
inforcements required by his army. It re- 
mains with the slaveowners to make this 
law for negro volunteers successful. If they 
will they can induce their negroes to volun- 
teer; but if they will not act— if they prefer to 
|sj the law fail and seek not to induce their 
negroes to volunte?r — then the country will 
have to consider of such changes in the law 
of slavery as shall make that institution 
perform M full sh- re of the national de- 
lense, and from an element of weakness 
convert it into one of strength. This law 
in t not only with that strong opposition in- 
cident and" natural to violent resistance, 
bat the discussion indulged in after its ne- 
irai established and its passage cer- 
tain, was calculated, if not designed, to de- 
!eai iis or>eraiiou and render it fruitless. 
We hope that the patriotic slaveholders 
will not, by indifference or care of property, 
permit the law to prove of no value; but 
that they will conscientiously set to work 
to induce their slaves to volunteer, and 
send forthwith to the army their quota of 
ITMi Many of the l>est officers are anx- 
ious to obtain command of negro regiments, 
and many of the veteran regiments are 
willing to receive negro companies. Gen. 
Lee has urged the measure, Congress 
I has passed the act; the success or failure 
rests with the j»eople.

It meas- 
ured 325 feet in length by 30 feet in diame- 
ter at the butt, and was supposed to have 
been about 1200 years of age. There are 
plenty more, and larger ones left. 

—Among some forty or fifty accidental 
deaths recorded as having "taken place 
within two or three weeks, were those of 
four Chinamen, who wore crushed to death 
by the caving of a bank where they were 
mining. 

—The Union Foundry of San Francisco 
has commenced the building of two first- 
class locomotives for the Sun Francisco and 
San Jose railroad.

It is perhaps toosoon to im-ntion what we 
have kuown from private information for 
sMMBl day>. IWQMMI Wilson has left 
the Tennessee jiver with four divisions ot 
cavalry. Tne telegraph man is not correct 
in saving that (ien. Hatch's veteran 5th di- 
vision is one of them. This, perhaps the 
be6t division of cavalry in the service, has 
the difficult task assigned it to keep For- 
rest out of Tennessee — for those who ex- 
tm I Wilson to hunt for Forrest are out of 
their reckoning. Some of our cotempora- 
ries think Wilson is going to Mobile. We 
don't want to tell them anything contra- 
bttnd; but they perhaps have* forgotten that 
Wilson is >/.,*: man's chief of cavalry, and 
not Canbv's. Besides, Stoneman is already 
in Hit II III Virginia, and Stanly with the 
4th corps is not far behind. 

(ieneral Grant has issued an order, con- 
gratulating the arm}' of the Potomac on 
their success in the battle of the iioth. He 
blames that brigade which held Fort Sted- 
man and the adjacent batteries, for allow- 
ing the rebels to break the lines; and praises 
the army for promptly retrieving the dis- 
aster and puuisning' the audacity of the 
rebels.

Army of the Potomac. 

Our Loss on the £5th~Duith Corps. 

Washington, March 29.— Information 
from City Point yesterday says the losses in 
the 9th corps are much larger than hereto- 
fore reported. The 1st division have in 
hospital KJO wounded, and 30 are known to 
have been killed. In the 3d division hospi- 
tal there are 160 wounde I and about 1:20 
were killed. The losses in the 2d division 
were not known, but in their hospital they 
have 12 wounded. 

Matters Since the Rattle. 

Picket firing was kept up all day and 
last night. Yesterday and day before the 
killed on both sides were exchanged, the 
enemy showing more cautiously than here- 
tofore. 

iieu. Grant's Order of Congratulation. 

A general order was issued to the army 
yesterday. 

The enemy with a temerity for which he 
lias paid dearly, too dearly, massed his 
forces and succeeded, through the repre- 
hensible want of vigilance of the 3d 
brigade 9th corps, in bieaking through 
their lines, capturing Ft. Steadman, and 
batteries Nos. 9, 10, and 11. 

By night the enemy was driven from his 
intrenched picket line, and all his efforts to 
recover the same, which were partially de- 
termined and persistent on the 2d corps' 
front, were resisted and repulsed with 
heavy slaughter, leaving with the 6th corps 
over 400 prisoners, and with the 2d corps 
two battle flags and over 300 prisoners. 

The tr oops of tho Hth corps reported by 
Maj. Gen. Wright as engaged in these ope- 
rations, were Getty's division, Keef 's brig- 
ade, Seymour's division, and Hamblin's 
and Kd ward's brigades of Wheaton's di- 
vision. Of the troops belonging to the 2d 
corps, Maj. Gen. Humphreys mentions 
Miles' and Mott's divisions, and Smythe's 
brigade of Hay's division, who were sup- 
ported by the 5th corps. The result of the 
day was the thorough defeat of the enemy's 
plans, the capture of his strongly entrenched 
picket line under artillery fire of his works, 
and the capture of ten battle flags and 2,800 
prisoners. 

It is a result on which the Lieutenant 
General Commanding heartily congratu- 
lates the army. 

The order says: Two lessons can be 
learned from these operations. One, that 
no fortified position, however strong, will 
protect an army from intrepid and auda- 
cious foes unless vigilantly guarded; the 
other, that no disaster or misfortnne is irre- 
parable where steadiness and bravery are 
displayed in the determination to recover 
what is lost and to promptly assume the of- 
fensive. 

A Humorous Deserter. 

Another of the defenders of the Confed- 
eracy has just come in. He is eighteen 
years old, but looks several years younger, 
being a dwarf about three feet six inches 
iiigh, and slender. He says he enlisted to 
be sent to the front so he could escape, and 
thus get something to eat! 

How the Kchels Dont Fight. 

New York, March 29.— The Tribune's 
special says : Nine officers were wounded 
in the fight of Saturday in front of Peters- 
burg. The affair, though partaking of the 
nature of a general buttle, was in reality 
nothing more than an extended skirmish; 
owing to the desperate condition and un- 
willingness of the rebels to fight. The reb- 
d's first line of battle fired at random, 
most of their volleys went over the heads of 
our men.

How the Rebels Tell the Story. 

Washington, March 29. — The Richmond 
Lnquirer of the 25th inst. has a special dis- 
patch dated Petersburg, March 25th, which 
savs Gens. Bushrod Johnson and Gordon 
stormed the enemy's breastworks on our 
left this morning and drove the enemy one 
mile, capturing his works and 500 prison- 
ers, including Gen. McLaughlin and other 
officers. The fight was terrific, and the loss 
on both sides heavy. 

Gen. Terry was badly wounded. The 
enemy massed his artillery in the neighbor- 
hood of the captured fort and was enabled 
to pour such a terrible enfilading fire upon 
our ranks as to cause our troops to fall back 
to their original position. The Yankee 
Major General Warren is supposed to be 
killed. 

Military matters in the Trans-Mississippi 
department are entirely satisfactory. 

From Washington. 

Letters for Mexico. 

Washington, March 29.— All letters 
mailed in the United States for the coast of 
Mexico, embracing the States of Sinaloa, 
Sonora, and Lower California, should be 
endorsed via San Francisco, as letters lor 
these States by the way of San Francisco 
reach their destination much earlier than 
by other routes. 

The Draft to Proceed. 

The Commercial's "Washington special 
says that the public impression that the 
present draft is unnecessary, in view of the 
impending end of the war, is not shared by 
men in authority hero. Although the mili- 
tary situation is eminently favorable, there 
is no intelligent belief that we shall be en- 
abled to relax our efforts or reduce our ar- 
mies for at least a year to come. The full 
number of men called for by the President 
will undoubtedly be required and are even 
now needed in the field. 

A Bad Rumor. 

Gen. Grant will modify the cotton trade 
prohibition. The pressure on the authori- 
ties in reference to it has been immense. 



The Great Cavalry Expedition. 

New York, March 29.— The Post's cor- 
respondent at Chickasaw Bluff, Alabama, 
March 22d, Bays he writes amid the con- 
fusion and breaking up of the camp, as the 
cavalry army is taking leave of its base for 
cperations in the southwest. 

The 1st diviaion is commanded by Gen. 
McCook, 2d by Gen. Terry, 4th by Gen. 
Upton, and 5th by Gen. Hatch. This ex- 
pedition has been fitted out at an expense 
almost fabulous, and its operations are re- 
ported to be of a most important character.

A Monetrous Lie. 

New York, March 29.-Orcat Britain.— 
The Owl, a rebel sheet, gives the following 
in regard to Blair's mission: 

On the authority of a member of the reb- 
el Congress, just arrived in England, who 
received the information from Secretary 
Benjamin in the followiug words: The ob- 
ject «f the mission was to assure President 
Davis that his commissioners would be re- 
ceived at Washington, and open negotia- 
tions on the following basis: All questions 
in dispute to be left undecided and consid- 
ered open questions; an armistice to be 
granted, and a league offensive and defen- 
sive be made to drive the French out of 
Mexico. 

Pirate Shenandoah In Australian Water*. 

Melbourne, Jan. 25.— The Capt. of the 
Shenandoah has formally requested leave 
of Sir Charles Darling to land his prisoners 
and take in coal, aud to repair his ma- 
chinery. He promises to observe neutral 
laws and get to sea as quickly as possibly. 
The application is under consideration by 
the Governor and Executive Council. 

Six vessels were due there in the course 
of a few weeks from New York and Boston, 
but American merchants said that they 
were likely to be under the English or the 
Dutch flag. 

Freuch aud English Naval Instructions. 

The parliamentary paper shows that the 
French and English governments have 
sent identical instructions to their naval 
commanders on the South American squad- 
ron. They are required to use every friend-, 
ly effort to secure the free navigation of 
rivers, but not to use force without refe- 
rence to the home government. Merchant 
vessels are warned against carrying muni- 
tions of war to the belligerents. 

A Number of Failures. 

The failure is announced of Thomas 
Sterling Bigbee, merchant in London, with 
liabilities of about c.150,000. Also, of Thurs- 
tal A Co., and of Hall <fc Bombay, with lia- 
bilities of from 200,000 to 300,000 pounds 
sterling. These failures are said to have 
been caused by losses; in blockade running 
at rebel ports. Similar rumors are afloat 
as to other firms. 

The Confederacy under Protest. 

D. D. Lewis, merchant of London, has 
suspended drafts for large amounts by the 
Confederate Governments at Richmond on 
the financial agents at Liverpool. Piaster, 
Trenholm it Co. were, after a few days de- 
l;iy, refused acceptance, and allowed to be 
protested one draft alone of £29,000. 

British Neutrality. 

In Parliament Gregory gave notice that 
he should at an early day ask what steps 
the Government had taken to protect the 
property of the British subjects in the Con- 
federate States until the closing of the war. 

What the ' Times" Thinks of Lincoln. 

Tho Asia's dates are two days later than 
those of the Damascus. 

The London Times reviews President 
Lincoln's inaugural, and says it reveals his 
disposition and opinion more completely 
than the many verbose compositions which 
have proceeded from his former addresses. 
The Times admits that he has fulfilled the 
duties which destiny imposes upon him 
with firmness. Without any feeling of ex- 
hilaration it entertains or sanguine antici- 
pations of coming prosperity, his address 
appears to be intended to repress the more 
sanguine expectations of the Northern peo- 
ple and to intimate to them that fresh ex- 
ertions and sacrifices will be necessary lor 
the attainment of their object. 

Gold Market. 



New York Stock Report. 

New York, March 29,— Gold has been 
weak in spite of large purchases to 
cover short contracts. The tendency ap- 
pears to be in favor of a lower premium, 
and speculation is chiefly in that direction. 
The price opened at 152, declined to 151 J, 
and rose again to L51X. 

Gold and Stoks. 

X t:w York, March 29. — Railroad specu- 
lation was much depressed on the street 
this morning. The quotations of Erie were 
lowest since the downward current set in. 
At the first board cash stock was pressed 
for sale but freely taken. The stock mar- 
ket heavy and lower at the second board, 
with a strong pressure. 

The fall this P. M. was occassioned by 
the rumor that Grant and Lee were nego- 
tiating peace. There was an increased de- 
mand for Government gold bonds, and the 
market was generally stronger, with active 
business. Coal and miscellaneous shares 
are all heavy and lower. 

Gold speculation opened weak, but gra- 
dually improved. Cash gold has not yet 
become plenty, and is till worth 1 per cent. 
Fluctuations to-day were not wide, and the 
difference between tho two extremes but 1 
per cent.

LKor the Union Press.] 
The higher grades of our public schools 
are said to be well managed. The lower ones 
are conducted very badly. Members of the 
School Board seem to have paid little at- 
tention to them— parents still less; aud in 
consequence children fail to receive ttie 
benefits they ought to receive, and which 
an intelligent educational system, with no 
increased expenditure of money, would se- 
cure to them. Parents have done their 
children a great wrong ia the disregard they 
have paid to this matter. I wtll not say 
what wrong in my opinion has been intlici- 
ed by the gentlemen composing the School 
Hoard. They are business men, occupying 
unpaid and thankless offices, and cannot be 
expected to give much time to official du- 
ties. 

Parents assume it as a matter of course 
that their children are being educated in 
the best possible manner. Teachers know 
Imtter; but when consulted respecting a 
correction of errors, reply they have no 
piower to alter or amend, and refer inqui- 
rers to the Superintendent. That gentle- 
man admits the objections urged, but tells 
you it is his province only to advise— the 
Board is the power, apply to them. You 
do so, and learn to your surprise they know 
very little about it.' This was precisely my 
experience in one instance. True, 1 saw 
but few members of the Board, but of these 
no one was fully informed of the course of 
study pursued. " I called their attention to 
acknowledged evils, but I could not inte- 
rest them, aud like them, I dropped the 
matter to give my time to private affairs. 
But I no longer wondered that evils ex- 
isted. 

Will not the experienced and prominent 
educators of the city— Prof. Grant, Prof. 
Chase, Prof, liailmau, Prof. Knapp, Prof. 
Mullins, and others, whose views, with 
one exception, I do not know)— speak out 
iu this matter, if they are really interested, 
as I believe they are, in their noble pur- 
suit? 

Regarding this a matter of great impor- 
tance, 1 desire to vote for a candidate )<>r 
the office of School Trustee who will de- 
clare himself against the speller, and mem- 
orized lessons in geography in the primary 
departments; and contine spelling to the 
reading lessons which contain only w« mis 
easily understood. 

Gentlemen announcing themselves in fa- 
vor of these objects, even on the morning 
of the election, will secure the support of 
those most interested in the education of 
children.

Ceneral Sherman in advancing boa l a v- 
••tteville on to Goldsboro, so threatened 
Raleigh as to compel the force under 
Bragg— that had twice attempted tho de- 
struction of Scholield's colum, under M i 
jor General Gox— to fall DmOfc 
ton, and even from Goldsboro 
Held, toward Raleigh. 

Deserters and refugees now concur in the 
testimony that all the rebel stores and prop- 
erty are being sent from Raleigh to Greens- 
boro. The main force, under General Joe 
Johnston, is at the former place, with pro- 
bably an advance force at Smithtield, the 
second crossing of the railroad over the 
Xeuse river, and a point twenty-one miles 
halfway distant, between Goldsboro ami 
Raleigb. 

Il is difficult to conceive what other di- 
rection they could have taken. They could 
not have taken the direetion of WwMOm. fM 
then they would have (irant*s army iu their 
rear. Solar as the question of supplies is 
concerned, they could not have gone in that 
direction, for the new railroadfrom Dan- 
ville to Weldon is not completed. 

General Johnston's forces are now con- 
centrated, and his work of defense fairly 
begun. The old contestants for the supre- 
macy in Northern Georgia oppose each 
other again, but under far dilVerent circum- 
stances. Then, General Johnston had one 
of the finest armies on the contineut, nearly 
equal in number to General Sherman's. 
He says, in his official report, that he 
turned over to General Hood 47,ihh» 
iufantry and l:2,i>ou cavalry, not in- 
cluding the 10.000 State troops after- 
ward furnished by Governor Brow n. That 
army nearly equaled General Sherman's. 
Now, he receives back from Hood not to 
exceed 15,000 infantry, and no cavalry. In 
morale, those lo,000 are not as they were on 
the banks of the Chattahoochie. They 
could not be induced, at Southwest Creek, 
to face the works manned by the men who 
repulsed thein at Franklin." 

In addition to these 15,000, ( Jeneral John- 
ston can concentrate an army of 2">,<mni men, 
made up of detachments and fragments of 
old armies, no better in discipline, nor no 
more efficient than Gen. Hood's organized 
mob. Against these 40,000 men, gathered 
hastily from all parts of the Confederacy, 
well officered, it is true — for no man in the 
Confederacy, aside from (ieneral Lee, car- 
ries so much confidence to an army as Gen- 
eral Joe Johnson— General Sherman, with 
all the prestige of repeated and uninter- 
rupted success, brings his magnificent 
army, joined by the veterans of General 
Schotield. 

What the result would be, should these 
armies become engaged, no one can doubt. 
It will be Gen. Johnston's policy, no doubt, 
to give up position after position until it be- 
comes imperative to give battle. When 
that day comes the fate of the Confed- 
eracy will be decided. Either General 
Lee must join forces with General 
Johnston and decide tho question, or 
Leave the latter to solve the problem alone. 
In either event the battle will be a fearful 
one. How long it will be deferred, a study 
of the man will enable your readers to 
judge full as well as we can speculate. 

General Sherman, in this campaign now 
begun, has a short and secure line of sup- 
plies, and in this respect is more fortunate 
than when operating 500 miles from his 
depot, as he was last summer. 

Prom Goldsboro, N. C. 

Special DinpaU'h to the Cincinnati Gazette ] 

Washinoton, March The following 
dispatches from the special correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Gazette with (Jen. Scho- 
tield, have just been received by telegraph 
from uoldsboroto Newbern, thence by boat 
to Fortress Monroe: 

fioUhsboro, X. ('., March 21, via Morehead. 
Gen. Scholield's column entered Goldsboro 
»t 3 P. M. to-day, with but slight opposi- 
tion. This is tbe first Federal force which 
has ever occupied the place. The enemy 
on leaving burned all the bridges and one 
hundred and fifty bales of cotton and a 
quantity of stores. 

Communication with Gen. Sherman, who 
is off Smithtield, where Johnston's entire 
force confronts him. lien. Terry communi- 
cates with both Gen. Scholield and Gen. 
Sherman. Ter y's march from Wilming- 
ton has been unopposed. He captured two 
locomotives and ninety-f ur cars In excel- 
lent condition. The railroad is uninjured. 
All plans looking to this important junction 
ol forces have worked admirably. Al- 
though communication between Generals 
Sherman and Schofield has been perfect for 
several days, the troops of the two armies 
have not seen each other until to-day. This 
scene affords more enthusiasm and iuterest 
than any event in the history of the war. 
The enemy fully expected to prevent this 
junction, and all surplus military 9tores 
have been seut to Greensboro. 

Gen. Sherman h ;s established his head- 
quarters here. He expressed unbounded 
satisfaction at the results of Gen.Schofield's 
combination to open the North Carolina 
coast, and make tnese junctions possible.

The 23d section of the act approved March 
3d, lri<-i5, provided that any person recruited 
in any sub-district, may after notice of 
draft, und before the same* shall have taken 
j,;Hce, cause t*. l« mustered into the service 
of the 1. mted States such number of re- 
cruits not subject to draft as they may 
■ ieein expedient, which recruits shall be 
i. .ken ax substitutes for such persons, or so 
many of tbeni, as may bedrafted,to the ex- 
tent of the number of such recruits, and in 
th.' order designated by the principals at 
ihe time such recruits are thus mustered in. 

I n order that credit may be given to the 
tub-districts for recruits (iirnished and a 
draft be made duly for deficiency remain- 
ing after crediting these and other recruits, 
j ( is necessary that all the members of the 
association shall belong to the same sub- 
district previous to the commencement of 
the draft. The association will furnish the 
Provost Marshal of the district a list of the 
names of the members, designating their 
^mier and numbering them accordingly, 
which list will not be altered or increased 
after the drawing shall have commenced. 

When the draft has been made, the recruit 
standing at the head of the list will be taken 
ss s substitute of the first man drafted who 
belongs to the association. The recruit 
standing second on the list will he taken as 
a substitute of the second man drafted, and 
so on till the list of recruits is exhausted by 
drafted men who beloogto the association, 
or until all members of the association who 
i.;ive bnp drafted are exempt. 

Where the number of recruits furnished 
by the association exceeds the number of 
men drafted, the excess, though credit- 
ed to the sub-district, will create no claim 
for the exemption of any person whom- 
soever. The members of the Association 
who secure exemption u 
are exempt from that draft, 
to be drafted on future calls.
